which frequently leads to blindness 
and a consequent loss of condition. 
It is particularly prevalent when 
there are a lot of flies around. 
The first symptoms are inflamma¬ 
tion and the severe running of 
one or both eyes. These symptoms 
may be followed by the appearance 
of a white film on the surface of 
the eyeball, known as cornea 
opacity. Blindness results when the 
eye becomes covered with the film. 
Sometimes an ulcer will occur 
which may penetrate the eyeball 
so deeply that it collapses from loss 
of fluid. 

According to Dr. Graesser, at¬ 
tempts to prevent pink-eye with 
bacterins have met with doubtful 
success. The best prevention of 
pink-eye is still to keep a careful 
check on the cattle and to treat 
any cases as soon as they are 
discovered. 

Just before preparing this article 
I checked with D. Ken Orchard 
of the Vulcan Animal Clinic. Dr. 
Orchard says that there have been 
a "normal” number or cases or 
pink-eye in the County of Vulcan 
No. 2. He went on to say that a 
number of farmers have treated 
their animals for pink-eye only 
to find that they came down with 
pneumonia and even lost the odd 
ainmal. The disease they really 
had was IBR. 

This disease IBR. is commonly 
called "red nose.” This disease has 
occurred in a number of herds and 
been mistakenly treated for pink¬ 
eye by the owner.Bocause of this, 
it might do well to be extra care¬ 
ful of a quick diagnosis at home.

The recently announced plan for an economic 
analysis of the County of Vulcan — to be carried out 
by a top-rated firm of economic consultants — is 
original and bold in that it is apparently a “first” in 
Canada for a farming area the size of this county, 
(which covers 2,232 square miles) and the first time 
that farmers themselves, as represented by their 
county councillors, have decided to underwrite the 
costs of such a large-scale plan rather than wait for 
government action. It may be unique, too, in its pri¬ 
mary objective of calculating production costs of 
wheat, which is our major crop, for the figures 
which result from this analysis will not be based on 
just a few farms but will be the result of a survey 
covering farms from one-half section up to seven or 
eight sections in size. Soil types also have a bearing 
on grain production and in the County of Vulcan the 
soil varies from heavy loam in the west and north 
to light and sandy east and south. 

These factors, plus the knowledge that Vulcan 
County is in the very heart of Southern Alberta’s 
wheat-growing belt, make this an ideal area for such 
an economic survey. 

Secondary objectives of the analysis will be the 
calculating of production costs of other grain crops 
and of livestock. The complete statistical examination 
of the county that is indicated would eventually de¬ 
velop figures to give costs by areas and farm sizes. 

We have a nagging feeling that, with wheat oc¬ 
cupying the -position it does as Canada’s major ex¬ 
port, an economic analysis to determine the actual 
cost of producing a bushel of wheat is long overdue 
and that such analyses should also be conducted in 
wheat growing areas of Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
as well, with costs of all three surveys paid by the 
federal government. If the federal bureau of statis¬ 
tics has any believable figures on wheat production 
costs they certainly haven’t been publicized and we 
don’t think that a cost analysis such as is proposed 
for Vulcan County is a duplication of any existing 
effort. 

The selling price of wheat, admittedly subject to 
the law of supply and demand, should certainly have 
some relation to its cost of production. The facts and 
figures that will result from the economic survey in 
this area will, from any viewpoint, be of great interest.

VULCAN E.U.B. CHURCH 


(By C. J. Harris) 

How do Yanks and Canucks compare in personal 
income tax matters? Various government spokesmen 
have argued recently that our neighbors have no 
edge but tax expert John G. McDonald, writing in the 
Toronto Globe and Mail, says that Americans not 
only have 30 per cent higher incomes than Canadians, 
but they also have important tax concessions denied 
north of the border. 

One of their main advantages can be the “joint 
return” of husbands and wives. A married couple 
may make a single return jointly, even if one has 
no income personally, and the tax would be twice the 
tax imposed if the income were half. As an example 
of the saving, a married couple with a taxable income 
of $8,000 could elect to pay twice the tax on $4,000, 
or $1,380, rather than $1,630. The amount payable 
in Canada on that income, including the Old Age 
Security Pension but not tTU* Canada Pension Plan, 
would be $1,690.

There is no doubt in Mr. McDonald’s mind that 
Canada's income tax law is unfair. “It will stay that 
way,” is his significant conclusion, “until Canadians 
wake up to the fact that they are being badly treated 
by their government.”

Years ago over¬ 
weight was considered a sign of 
prosperity and good health. I can 
even remember my grandfather 
saying, "She’s a fine'big girl” and 
this was considered to be a com¬ 
pliment. Not so today. We all know 
that an overweight person is not 
necessarily healthy. Statistics show 
that people who are much over¬ 
weight are susceptible to certain 
diseases and have less resistance to 
infection. 

Doctors tell us that the main 
cause for overweight is too much 
food together with too little exer¬ 
cise. We hear people say, “It runs 
in the family.” Well, heredity does 
play a part but to what extent is 
not completey understood. How¬ 
ever, family eating customs can 
contribute to overweight — espe¬ 
cially if the woman of the house 
is an excellent cook and likes 'very 
rich dishes. 

For some people food becomes a 
substitute for something lacking in 
their lives — security or love. 
Many of us eat too much when 
we’re bored or restless and to re¬ 
lieve tense feelings. But many 
others eat too many highcalorie 
foods because they haven’t taken 
time to find out what foods are 
low in calories and high in nutri¬ 
tive value. Dieting is becoming the 
national pastime of young and 
middle - aged, particularly among 
the women folk. Before you do 
anything' drastic in the way of 


dieting you should find out what 
your weight should be for your 
height, age, and sex. Then if the 
problem seems too great consult 
your doctor and with his help dis¬ 
cover what your eating pattern is 
and how it can be changed. 

Fats and sugary, starchy foods 
are highest in calories. You should 
cut down on fat meat, butter, 
shortening, cream salad oils, 
candies, pastries, pop and cocktails! 
You’ll say — “What’s left?” Well, 
a diet isn’t necessarily a lettuce 
and carrot regimen. This idea is 
outdated. You may be able to eat 
the foods you’re accustomed to but 
in smaller amounts and prepared 
differently. 

Eating a variety of foods is the 
clue. The more foods you learn to 
like the easier it is to substitute 
low for high calorie ones. 

A good breakfast (14 to % of 
the daily calories) is an important 
factor in helping you to resist 
those between meal snacks. It’s 
also beneficial to eat slowly as 
this makes amounts of food seem 
more satisfying. 

Weight should be lost gradually 
over a period of time. A reduction 
of one pound per week is recom¬ 
mended by many doctors; and a 
weight reduction of approximately 
two pounds weekly, is about a$ 
rapid weight reduction as is con¬ 
sidered qdvisable. 

Last but not least exercise a 
little everyday even if it’s just a 
walk to the corner store. Walking 
is fun and a help in keeping your 
weight down.
